the 24pf orange red rows: of 
crosses in a military cemetery.

of 1950 as determined by nation wide voting on the part of readers 
of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News are shown above. The champ stamp, 
the one considered most pleasing from the color, design and engrave 
ing standpoints, is the Freedom shown at the top. It beat out the 
second place Legislative issue (shown center) by a very small margin 
of votes. The Executive, pictured at the bottom, was third choice. 
The three were part of a four stamp series for the celebration of 
the Sesquicentennial of the Establishment of the Seat of the Federal 
Government in Washington, D.C. The fourth stamp was the Judicial, 
which incidentally was considered fourth best by the voters. It is 
significant that the four stamps considered best were all designed 
by artists of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. In no case did 
they have to make the best of an amateur design foisted on them by 
some enthusiastic commemorative stamp committee. There were 125 
million in each of the initial printings of these four stamps,

Like 1950’s win- 
ning Freedom stamp it too had 
a lot of patriotic significance. 
Designer of the Freedom stamp 
was Victor S. McCloskey, Jr. 
Mr. McCloskey adapted it from

Charles A. Brooks, responsible 
for the vignette and frame, and 
Axel W. Christensen, who add- 
ed the lettering and numerals. 

The second place Legislative 
stamp was the last of the com- 
mems issued in 1950. It was re- 
leased at Washington, D. C. on 
November 22. Its designer was 
Robert L. Miller. Two men were 
engaged in the engraving—Carl 
T. Arlt had the vignette, ribbon 
and frame as his part of the 
task, while John S. Edmonson 
took over on the lettering and 
the numerals. 

The third place Executive 
stamp was designed by William 
K. Schrage. Matthew D. Fenton 
engraved the vignette of this 
stamp and Edward H. Helmuth, 
the letters and numerals. 

On the ballot, voters were al- 
so given the opportunity to name 
the stamp which in their opin- 
ion bore the “Worst Design”, 
and which stamp they thought 
was the “Least Necessary”.

The deep ravine forming the up- 
right section of the cross is 2000 
feet; it carries snow drifts which 
are up to 60 feet in depth. The 
transverse ridge which forms 
the arms is 800 feet across and 
is 420 feet from the top.

SWEDEN: This nation was the 
only one in Europe which in 
1950 had no new issue of post- 
age stamps. This is such a re- 
freshing fact considering the ple- 
thora of labels from the world 
over that “Filatelia” of Stock- 
holm believes it to be a com- 
pelling reason to issue a com- 
memorative! 





NORWAY: A review of the 
stamp issuing intentions of this 
country would not be out of 
place at this time since in the 
past few weeks news of impvnd- 
ing changes in the series for 
regular postage has been re- 
leased. 

Continuing in the Post Horn 
design Scott’s type Al6, will be 
the 1, 2, 3 and 5 ore, while the 
following denominations will al- 
so appear in the Post Horn de- 
sign but in new colors the 10 
ore blue gray, the 15 ore green 
and the 20 ore in a color yet to 
be announced. 

Incidentally, it might be of in- 
terest to know that this Post 
Horn design with slight modifi- 
cations was first used in 1872. 
It has seen service a total of 79 
years and from all appearances 
seems well on its way to an 
equal period of use in the fu- 
ture. 

Also in the regular postage 
series will be denominations in 
a design which pictures a new 
portrait of King Haakon. Johan- 
nes Haukland a s-cretary in the 
Postmaster General’s Department 
was the designer. The 25 ore 
red picturing King Haakon has 
been released already, while in 
the very near future are expect- 
ed a 30 ore and a 40 ore in colors 
yet to be named, a 50 ore blue, 
55 ore orange and a 80 ore dark 
orange brown. 

Other values and colors are 
possible depending on currency 
fluctuations and needed adjusi- 
ments in the postal rates. 

No changes are contemplated 
in the high values of the regu- 
lar postage series. The four 
stamps of 1, 1%, 2 and 5 Kroner 
in the King Haakon design, 
Scott’s type A54 will remain as is. 

Three of the stamps, the 10, 
15 and 25 ore were expected to 
be placed on sale by the Postal 
Administration on or about De- 
cember 20. Actually, they were 
at the stamp windows in sev- 
eral post offices on December 
18. No first day of issue arrange- 
ments were made for their re- 
lease, nor will any be made for 
other denominations. 

The Administration has stated 
that the new stamps will be is- 
sued to post offices as the stocks 
of the current designs are ex- 
hausted: This can happen any 
time and anywhere in the coun- 


ry. 

The stamp booklets of 10, 15 
and 25 ore Lion Rampant de- 
sign now in use will soon be re- 
placed with booklets in the new 
design. Booklet collectors are 
advised to get their copies of

for power and other things of a similar nature we might arrive at 


a better way of life. It is not the people who are to blame, but 
the leaders. The leaders are vain, they want and crave power. It 
is such things that make mobs, it is the man who springs up as a 
mob leader that causes most of the trouble. Without a leader the 
mob soon becomes quiet and this quiet leads to friendliness and a 
common desire to settle our differences in a peaceful manner, but 
Jet a leader spring up with his urging to struggle and the mob be- 
comes uncontrollable. 

We of the stamp collecting world have some fine examples of 
good will and friendliness that can exist among peoples or various 
races even tho the governing bodies are at each others throats. 

If we could have more of the friendliness of good sportsmanship 
among all people, the friendliness that comes through mutual interest 
as stamp collectors, we would be able to avoid some of the catastro- 
phies that come to the peoples of the world. Even in our own group 
of stamp collectors in America we know that neither race, creed or 
color is a bar to close association and complete friendship among 
stamp collectors. We know that there is perhaps no other group of 
people where honesty, trust and confidence in one another because 
we are stamp collectors, is great as in our group. The trust that 
is apparent between collectors when their valuable collections are 
freely displayed among their brother collectors, and trust that is 
shown when dealers willingly submit large and valuable selections 
of stamps through the mails to prospective buyers, All this is an 
example comparable to clean sportsmanship which if understood and 
practiced by the countries of the earth as it is by clean sportsmen 
themselves might give us a better life. 

Imagine if you can when prior to the first world war a certain 
Mr. Fred Heyerman of Detroit, Michigan was a specialist in stamps 
which had inverted centers. In those days such stamps were not 
so common as today, for prior to that time the countries of the 
earth had not learned that the purposeful production of such stamps 
might add to their postal receipts. Mr. Heyerman after years of 
search and after spending a considerable sum had amassed a col- 
lection of somewhere between fifty and sixty different such stamps 
which had a recognized value of between five and six thousand 
dollars. Prior to that war a stamp collectors’ society in Berlin Ger- 
many was arranging for a big International Stamp Show. The col- 
lection of Mr. Heyerman had been sent in the care of the officials 
of this society for display. Then the war came, Naturally Mr. Heyer- 
man thought he would never see his stamps again. It was a logical 
thought, but Mr. Heyerman did not reckon with the great trust and 
sportsmanship that existed in Philately. Years after the show was 
over the stamps were returned to Mr. Heyerman. It would have been 
so easy for someone to have stolen and kept the whole collection, 
but the honor that exists among philatelists the world over stood 
above the lust and greed of the warring nations and the stamps 
were safely hidden and kept hidden for some years after that stamp 
show, or until those who had been in charge of the show felt that 
it would be safe to take them out of their hiding and return them 
to their rightful owner. Would that we could have such common 
honor and love among the governments of the world. 

Compare the story of the great Ferrari collection. A collection 
that altho made by a Frenchman was destined to be given to the 
Berlin Postal Museum solely because it appeared to be the most 
outstanding collection and the proper place for the Ferrari collection 
to rest. Then the war came and we all know the story following 
the war, how the collection was siezed by the victorious French 
Government and dispersed for war reparations. 

If we could have the honor, the trust, the good sportsmanship 
on the part of the rulers of the world and their diplomats we might 
avoid much of the horrors of war that are brought upon us from 
time to time. 

The people would and could settle their difficulties if given a 
free chance, but when the leader of the mob takes charge and incites 
the people to war upon one another there remains but one thing 
for the people of the other countries to do and that is fight for sur- 
vival. Would that we might settle our international differences like 
good sportsmen.

All stamps in that 
category are listed together with 
their first days of issue. 

Part IV—Central America. 
Stamps of the nations of Cen- 
tral America as well as of Mex- 
ico, Cuba, Haiti and the Domin- 
ican Republic are listed. 

Part V—South America. Has 
all the stamps of the South 
American countries. 

Part VI—French Colonies and 
Post Offices, Lists all the stamps 
of the French Colonies, and 
French Colonial post offices. In- 
cluded are the stamp issues of 
Syria and Lebanon. 

Part VII—Colonies and Post 
Offices of the European Nations, 
Includes everything in the lim- 
its of the title of this book with 
the exception of the French. 
Part VIII—Asia and Africa— 
The independent states and na- 
tions of Asia and Africa are 


dealt with. 

Besides the above, Gibbons 
also issues a catalog which lists 
nothing but the stamps released

When I go to the next Pre- 
cancel meeting and the boys 
start showing their dropped let- 
ters, and missing periods and 
broken and missing lines, I will 
pull out my missing stamp Bu- 
reaus. I think that will stop 
them. So my thanks goes to Mr. 
T. Rudolph of Newark, Delaware 
for digging this one up. 

AT LONG LAST. 

I have read in the Stamp pa- 
pers many times where letters 
started out years ago and were 
recently delivered. Recently I 
had such a thing happen to me. 
The time involved was not as 
long as some I have read about 
but it was two days short of 
two years, 

A reader in Pennsylvania sent 
me some precancels in December 
of 1948 and when he did not 
hear from me wrote me about 
what he had sent. I wrote him 
immediately that I never re- 
ceived said precancels. He was 
very nice about it but such oc- 
currences can still leave a bad 
taste in one’s mouth if you get 
what I mean. 

Shortly before Christmas this 
year I received a letter from 
this collector and in it was his 
letter unopened of two years 
back. It had caught in the mesh 
of a sorting basket that was only 
used at the Holiday season and 
in getting it out this year the 
letter was discovered and re- 
turned to the sender rather than 
forwarding it to me. 

Anyway all is well that ends 
well and this one sure did. Did 
you have a MERRY XMAS! So 
did all of us I am sure.

INIA POSTAGE 








INDIAN PHILATELY 
Past and Present 
by A. J. Dominic 








The diversities of races, creeds and languages found 


in the 


sub-continent of India is peculiar to the soil and unique in his- 
tory. No other part of the universe has fostered so many differences 
in all the varying spheres ef life; human and animal. In spite of 


all these incongruent variations, it is a commendable fact that the 


heritage of India is incomparably the loftiest in the world. Long 
before the formulations of scientific theories and principles, al- 


most all branches of science and art were propounded in verses in| 


the old Indian literature, sanskirt. The foreigners who ruled India 
by sword have, unaware of the gravity of havoc, ruined much of 


such precious possessions. 

The postal system also, it is 
seen, was very extensively de- 
veloped in most of the Indian 
States even before the advent 
of the British. During the Sul- 
tanate of Delhi, it is recorded, 
by the famous Ibn-Batuta, that 
there was a “well regulated 
system of horse and foot post in 
the reign of Mahomed bin Tugh- 
lak”, the perverted genius of the 
14th century. 

The British postal system was 
started in India by Lord Clive

Mr. Frere was a great admirer 
of the “Penny postage”. The de- 
sign was simple. A circular belt 
with a buckle downwards and 
“SCINDE DISTRICT DAWK” 
imprinted in the circular belt. In 
the centre there was the modi- 
fied arrow of the East India 
Company with the denomination 
above and below. These stamps 
were embossed on white, blue 
and scarlet paper and were sold 
to the public on Ist of July 1852- 
a really memorable day in the 








philatelic history of the coun- 


| try.” 


In 1854 another act was pass- 
ed and the postal department 
was placed under the control of 
the Director General of the E. 
I. C. The same year Capt. Tuil- 
lier, Deputy Surveyor General 
of the Company in Calcutta 
printed 600 sheets of half anna 
stamps. But these stamps it 
c-ems were not issued, as the 
neccessary ink for printing ad- 
ditional sheets was not then 
available in India. In April “the 
8 Arches” stamps with the ef- 
figy of Queen Victoria and the 


letters “East India Postage” were 
printed, first for the values of 
half anna and one anna, and 
then for two annas and four an- 
nas. The four anna stamp of 
this series is the rarest and cost- 
liest of the lot. 





Victoria head incribed “East 
India Postage” 

In 1856, stamps were printed 
in England for the Company 
and this foreign printing con- 
tinued till 1826. 1.4 1857, Queen 
Victoria assumed the title of 
Empress of India. The East In- 
dia Postage was _ thereafter 
changed to “India Postage.” In 
1882 a fresh series of 11 stamps 
for values ranging from halfan- 
na to one Rupee was issued. | 

1895 saw a change in design 
and value. A charming portrait 
of the Queen by the celebrated 
painter “Von-Angell” was _ ac- 
cepted as the central effigy of 
the 2 Rupees, 3 Rupees and 5 
Rupees. 

The decision of the Postal Un- 
ion to have uniform colors for 
stamps representing Internation- 
al postage effected certain_chan- 
ges in the colors of the Indian 
stamps in 1900. These were the 
last issues of the Queen, as they 
were followed by the “Edward 
VII” series. Stamps for higher

It’s all over now—my Third 
Annual Design Derby, that is— 
so if you have the urge to shout 
because your artistic eye was vin- 
dicated by picking the winners 
right on the nose, let loose with 
a whopper. 

(For the full story of the results, 
see page one). 

On the other hand, if your se- 
lections didn’t agree with the 
voice of the majority you can 
salve your ego by declaring the 
ones who chose the winner don’t 
know from nuthin’, and how do 
they get that way, anyhow. 

As for myself, my selection 
had only one representative in 
the top three, the Legislative. I 
had picked that one as the third 
“purttiest”. The Judicial which 
I had picked as best was fourth, 
while the Bankers which had 
been chosen’ second actually 
came in sixth. So you can see 
I didn’t do so hot either. 

To all of you who cooperated 
so splendidly, I send a bushel 
of thanks. This yeer the num- 
ber of ballots sent in was almost 
twice the amount of last year. 
That fine showing was due to 
a large extent by the results 
from more than forty stamp 
clubs. 

The club showing was a decid- 
ed improvement. While it still 
isn’t near what ‘t could be, it 
was much better than the first 
two years the “Derby” was run. 
An especial word of thanks is 
due to those club members who 
pestered their fellow stamp ad- 
dicts to mark a ballot and then 
tabulated and sent them on to 











ne. 
And before leaving the work 





of the club theme, one group 
has made a rather interesting 
project of the contest. Each 
|member is given the opportun- 
ity to vote. Then after the re- 
sults are announced in this paper 
at a later date, the one, or ones 
who pick the first three right 
on the nose are awarded prizes. 

That sounds like a fairly good 
stunt to arouse interest, and pos- 
sibly something which might be 
considered by club officers and 
entertainment chairmen for the 
1951 Derby.

I rather like the stunt A. Fal- 
tus of Chicago, Ill. used to send 
in his vote for the three most 
attractive stamps. Along the 
right hand edge of a square type 
envelope he stuck his first choice 
at the top, his second underneath 
and the third selection at the 
bottom. 

There was no room for doubt 
as to how the man felt doing it 
that way. Incidentally, Mr. Fal- 
tus chose the Legislative best, 





California next and Bankers 
third. 
Sectionalism, at California’s 


expense, was evident in a few of 
the letters which accompanied 
the votes. Seems as if some of 
the folks resent California and 
its citizens just being alive and 
part of the national picture. 

I feel sure that Californians 
won’t mind since many of them 
believe there is no other place 
on earth quite like it, which 
could be a blessing or catastro- 
phe depending on where you 
sit. 

As a sample of this feeling I 
quote from a letter sent by a 
Missourian, who stated, “Why 
didn’t you put a blank for the 
ugliest stamp so we could have 
smacked those guys in Califor- 


nia in the face?’ Such quaint 
sentiment, tsk, tsk! 

The voters did just about that 
when they selected the Califor- 
nia design as the second worst 
looking of the lot. It missed be- 
ing “worst” by just SEVEN 
votes. 


One Florida voter would have 
won the medal for “Scrupulous 
Fairness” if there had been such 
an award. You will have to ad- 
mit that his head was practical- 
ly touching the floor in his lean- 
ing over backward to give the 
California stamp the best of it. 
He wrote: 

“And I didn’t vote against the 
California stamp just beeause I 
live in Florida. (He voted it as 
the worst design). I tried cov- 
ering the stamp with dark green 
ink and then washing it to give 
a bright emerald finish and 
think it would have looked much 
better but might have been a re- 
flection on their oranges”. 


California is getting a lot of 
attention here for the minute, 
but before passing on, it might 
be pertinent to point out that 
few folks from that state sup- 
ported their own Centennial is- 
sue. Sentiment seemed to be di- 
vided among them. 

One group felt that the design 
was rather well done, but that 
the color was a very poor choice. 
The second one was of the opin- 
ion that the design and the col- 
or both were horrible. 

One voter summed up the gen- 
eral feelings of the Golden Stat- 
ers about their stamp with his 
observation, “Being - loyal Cal- 
ifornian, I think they did a 
lousy job on our stamp.” He 
was seconded in this by simi- 
lar sentiment from his fellow 
citizens. 

That color is one that can’t 
be hung on the Post Office De- 
partment or the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing inasmuch 
as the stamp committee from 


California insisted, whether or 
no, on it. 

Amateur fingers in the pie 
again! 


Just an awful lot of the voters 
wanted to know why we can’t 
get the Post Office Department 
to issue bi-color st.mps. Some 
who know what the Bureau has 
to contend with in the produc- 
tion of a bi-color thought that 
we should have at least one 
or two in spite of the printing 
handicaps. 

Other writers, less informed, 
would like to have two, three 
and four color stamps all the 
time. 

And a lot of voters who give 
evidence of being just plain dis- 
gusted want to know why the 
Department can’t choose appro- 
priate colors for the one-color 
stamps we do produce. 

One discouraged man _ wrote 
on the color matter, “What the 
h--- (bad word) system does 
the Post Office Department use 
t. choose the colors for some of 
the stamps? Put the names of 
the available colored inks on 
slips of paper, and then draw 
blindly from a hatful of them? 
For the Legislative stamp, the 
drawer must have drawn the red 
and purple stuck together, so 
the Department in order to 
avoid favoritism mixed up equal 
parts of both”, 

(Gosh, maybe that’s the sys- 
tem they actually use!!) 


I think a Chicago voter had a 
good thought when he wrote, 
“The Casey Jones stamp would 
have been more timely if it had 





been issued for the Chicago 
Railroad Fair.” 
The votes that the Casey 


Jones stamp got as “most at- 
tractive’ were mostly of the 
“local pride” and “cecupational 
loyalty” type. I made a special 
point of checking this as much 
z. possible, the same as I dic for 
evidence of the same kind of 
support for the Bankers, Gom- 
pers, Kansas City and Indiana 
stamps. 

It wasn’t possible to do much 
checking on the Bankers and 
Gompers, except where voters 
identified themselves as mem- 
bers of labor unions in connec-

folks were luke warm in their 
support of their stamp, while 
the Indiana folks were awfully 
disinterested and apathetic as 
far as their stamp was concern- 
ed. What support it got came 
from other stztes. 





A Pennsylvanian put into words 
two thoughts which were gen- 
eral. He said, “It gives me as 
well as otlier stamp collectors 
a great pleasure in helping you 
discover what American people 
want in stamp design and color. 
At times I think that we should 
feel proud of the engravers and 
color makers we have, and then 
at times, I wonder.” 

You have a lot of company 
mister! 





I regret that the fair sex didn’t 
send in more votes. The ladies 
usually have a discerning eye 
when it. comes to design and 
color; it would have been in- 
teresting to see whether their 
choices differed much from the 
preponderant male majority. 

A number of them did send 
in their votes, but too few in 
amount to show any kind of 
definite trend. There are sev- 
eral all women stamp clubs 
around the nation which could 
have been most helpful in point- 
ing out female preferences. 


In the December 18 column I 
pictured the design for a Santa 
Claus stamp drawn by Arthur 
Engler. In giving Mr. Engler’s 
place of residence I mistakenly 
put him in Los Angeles when 
actually he lives in Oakland, 
California.

The new stamp is intended to 
publicize the great wealth of 
fish resources found in Canadian 
water both coastal and inland. 
The design was created by art- 
ists of the Fairbarn Art Studio. 
and the adhesive was engraved 
and manufactured by the Cana- 
dian Bank Note Co. 

Printing will be in green, in 
sheets of fifty, and the new 
stamp will replace the value 
showing a train ferry operating 
to Prince Edward Island. Ap- 
parently issuance will be gen- 
eral,- with first day sales at the 
principal Canadian Post Offices. 
This stamp will be overprinted 
with the letter “G” for use by 
Government departments on of- 
ficial mail only. 

The 15 cent air letter form 
now on general sale is gradually 
being replaced as stocks become 
depleted, with a new design, or, 
better, the same as the 10 cent 
form introduced in August, with 
the exception that the postage 
stamp is red and the rest of the 
printed matter in blue.

Movement”; 70f. airmail, gray 
and reddish brown, soccer or 
rugby; 1 forint, greenish yel- 
low and green, mountain climb- 
ing; 1.70 Ft., orange and brown- 
ish-violet, women’s _ basketball 
match; 2 Ft., violet and light yel- 
low, motorcyclist, and 3 Ft., air- 
mail, yellow and brown, “Koma” 
glider. 

A second set was released Nov. 
23, for a Peace Movement. The 
40 fillers reddish brown and blue 
shows a worker signing a peace 
petition while his wife and 
child look on—the inscription 
reading “Seven and a half mil- 
lion Peace signatures.” A crowd 
of peace demonstrators appear on 
the 60 fillers greyish green and 
orange, and here the inscription 
reads “Five hundred million 
peace fighters.” Finally, the 1 
forint greyish brown and olive 
green shows a Hungarian soldier 
and mother with baby and son 
and states “We will defend 
peace.” 


_ISTRIA—An unissued design, 
intended as a part of the pic- 
torial set, has been reported by 
P. Ostrow. Two 1-lira stamps, 
of the Scott Al-3 type, but im- 
perforate, and showing a view of 
the Church of San Giusto in 
Pola, have been noted—one in 
brown and the other in rose car- 


mine. 
MONACO—According to reli- 
able sources 100 copies of the 
25fr, U. P. U. stamp in yellow- 
brown, are known to exist. 
TRIESTE—Printings on some 
of the recent issues have been 
reported by P. Ostrow. It is 
stated 150,000 copies of the 
Venetian Academy stamp were 
overprinted, plus 100,000 each of 
the 5 and 55 lire Tobacco set, 
and 150,000 of the 20 lire de- 
nomination of the same issue.

India’s Victory stamps of 1946 
were the last of the British com- 
memorative stamps in India. The 
sword through India in the globe 
and wreath around the globe 
gave room for a roar of criti- 
cisms in the Indian philatelic 
and lay press circles. 

15th of August 1947, the me- 
morable day in the history of 
India, saw the fulfillment of the 
peaceful struggle for freedom. 
“Jai Hind’ commemoratives were 
issued in November and Decem- 
ber 1947. These stamps were 
flown over to U. S. A, It is the 
first time in the annals of the 
country that.Indian stamps were 
issued outside India to the phil- 
atelic world. The “Jai Hind” 
stamps were succeeded by “Swa-

by Bharat, in the loss of her 
Great Leader and father of the 
Nation, Mahatmaji, still remains 
fresh. The Gandhiji stamps were 
but a tiny memorial to the re- 
vered soldier of freedom. 

The inauguration of Indian 
International airways was duly 
commemorated by the issue of 
new airmail stamps. and _ first 
day covers on the date of the 
first flight in 1948. 

The archeological and _ histori- 
cal series issued on the 2nd an- 
niversary of Indian Indepen- 
dence portray the cultural tradi- 
tion of the country. First day 
covers and pamphlets issued by 
the department testifies the 
great interest evinced by the 
authorities to bring India to the 
forefront of the philatelic world. 
The slight error in the posture 
of the image of “Bodhisattva” 
on the 1 anna stamp was recti- 
fied and fresh stamps with the 
same image in the correct pos- 
ture were issued. 

The Jubilee of the Universal 
Postal Union and the declara- 
tion of the Indian Republic were 
adequately celebrated by pic- 
torial commemoratives. 

In January 1950, separate 
stamps with “Asoka Pilar” as 
central effigy were issued for 
service purposes, Thus, as days 
progress many a great reforma- 
tion can be anticipated in the 
National Goverment, who are 
alive to the keen interest ex- 
pectantly bestowed by the phil- 
atelists on_ the Indian philately.

honor as the worst designed was 
the stamp said to have been is- 
sued to honor the railroad en- 
gineers of America, the so-call- 
ed “Casey Jones”. Competition 
here was just as keen as the 
naming of the champion since 
the Casey Jones gained the 
worst designed toga by less than 
ten votes over the stamp issued 
for the centennial of statehood 
of California. 

Also frowned on heavily as 
poorly designed stamps were the 
Indiana, Bankers, and Kansas 
City which with the two named 
above received the bulk of the 
disapproval. The other six de- 
signs all had less than twenty 
critical votes each. 

Competition for the “Least Ne- 
cessary” of 1950’s commems was 
equally as hot as it was for 
“Best” and “Worst”, It is sig- 
nificant that voters condemned 
the four stamps which on their 
announcement were tabbed in 
the “political expediency” cate- 
gory, designed to entice votes to 
the incumbent party. 

Least necessary of last year’s 
eleven stamps was voted as the 
Bankers, issued January 3 to 
marx the 75th anniversary of 
the American Bankers Associa- 
tion. Collectors apparently re- 
sented this tribute to a small 
segment of the population, and 
the fact that it was for an odd 
anniversary such as the 75th. 

Also disapproved in no uncer- 
tain terms were the stamps to 
honor former labor leader Sam- 
uel Gompers, and the Railroad 
Engineer or “Casey Jones” 
stamp. Both of these ran neck 
and neck for the Least Necessary 
title less than fifteen votes be- 
hind the Bankers. 

The fourth discredited issue 
was the Gdteway Fo The West 
or “Kansas City” stamp. Disap- 
proval here was about half of 
what it was for any of the three 
above but sizeable nonetheless. 

The seven remaining stamps 
were considered necessary, or at 
least moreso, than the quartet 
which lacked respectability in 
the eyes of the voters. 

Here is how the eleven came 





out in the race for the “Most 
Attractive” title: 
l. Freedom 
2. Legislative 
3 Executive 
4. Judicial 
5. Boy Scouts 
6. Bankers 
7. California 
8 Kansas City 
9. Indiana 
10. Casey Jones 
11. Gompers 
If the results shown above 


seem confusing when matched 
with those for the Worst Design, 
it should be borne in mind that 
the competition was strictly to 
select the most attractive design, 
and not to express disapproval. 

When voters were asked to ex- 
press their disapproval of the 
eleven designs, they did so as 
follows: 

1. Casey Jones 


2. California 
3. Indiana 
4. Bankers 
5. Kansas City 
The other six had only a 


small number of votes each. 
When the votes were tabulated 
to discover the stamp consider- 


ed Least Necessary the final 
line-up came in this order: 
1. Bankers 
2. Gompers 
3. Casey Jones 
4. Kansas City 
The remaining seven stamps 


got practically no attention from 
voters in naming the Least Nec- 
essary issue. 
From remarks’ which 

panied the ballots, the matter of a 
suitable color for United States 
stamp issues seemed to be the 
item of most concern. A num- 
ber of voters expressed the opin- 
ion that certain of the issues 
. ould have been definitely moze 
acceptable if printed in a color 
complementary and appropriate 
to the design. .

domestic wines and other liquors 
is collected by sales taxes.) 

The first issue of the becr bar- 
rels, four in number, are 2%x4 
inches in size. The beer case 
stainps, eight in the set, are of 
the same dimensions. All have 
a profile portrait of Washington. 
They are either in black on 
colored paper or colored ink on 
white paper. The second print- 
ing of the case stamps is in re. 
versed colors. The second and 
third issues of the beer barrel 
stamps are long wide strips with 
Washington’s portrait at each 
end. I believe collectors can pur- 
chase the beer and wine stamps 
from the State Liquor Control 
Board, but only in sets. 

The documentary stamps are 
inscribed, “Tax on Convey- 
ances.” They all bear the Stuart 
portrait of Washington. There 
are seven values, 25c to $500, 
and each is in a different color. 
I have a circular, issued by the 
state, dated 1938, which illus- 
trates these stamps in black and 
white. It states that mint copies 
can be purchased from the State 
Tax Commission, Olympia, Washe 
ington, 

















I have seven different types 
of the cigarette stamps. O. some 
sets I have three values, others 
only two or- one. The stamps 
are decalcomanias, and most of 
mine ure in sections of ten on 
the original transfer cardboard, 
The block shown is enlarged. 
This is the smallest of the 
stamps, being 9 x 12 mm. It is 
a beautiful item having been en- 
graved and print_d by the Amer- 
ican Banknote Co. I have not 
seen new types recently, and the 
state may now be using meter 
imprints instead of stamps.
